- half-cast girls, high as the prices aro, har, 
I sm eure, no, connection with and -no 
influence whatover on kidaapping.

for their wives and concubines, may have 
an infaence oncouraging kidnapping, but 
it can only be indirectly.

“hereditary” bondage. A very lucid and 
to our mind convincing sketch of this sys- 
tem of domestic’ servitude is then given, 
which clearly shows that the thing is 
“gn institution which. nothing short of 
tlie general dissolution .of the whole 
social syatem of ‘patriarchalism can possi- 

bly remove,. for it is engrained in the 

very blood and brain of China.” At 
the same tine, the learned author care- 

fully points out the abuses which arise 
out of the system under the social condi- 

tions of this Colony, and. indicates the 
peculiar class or clayses who are péinci- 

pally chargeable with them. He thus. 
concludes one of the ablest State papers 
ona purely Chinese subject ever written | 
in tlis Colony :— . 

To sum up this somewhat too claborate 
argument, and te point its conclusions with 
special reference to the question of Chineso 
domestic servitude in Hongkong as practised 
by the general body of the Chinese in- 
habitants, I yentureto say that the forego- 
ing essay, if it proves anything at all, proves 
the truth of the following propositions :— 
1, Chinese domestic servitude is so pecu- 
liar and differs so widely in its cssential 
characteristics from negroe slavery that it 
cannot be logically brought under the pro- 
visions of any English enactment regarding 
that form of slavery. Police prosecution of 
Chinese domestic servitude under any law 
made with reference to negroo slavery would 
therefore constitute an act of yery doubtful’ 
legality, 

2, Chinese domestic servitude appears to 
bo a low form. of social development when 
judged by the advanced standard of Eu- 
ropenn civilization, but when judged by the 
relative standard of Chinese civilization, 
founded on entirely different principles, it 
has its legitimation as tho best possible 
form of social development under the cir- 
cumstances, Absolute condemnation of Chi- 
nese domestic servitude would thereforo be 
an act of moral injustice. 2 

3, Chineso domestic servitude is not an 
excrescenco‘on but a necessary part of tha 
patriarchal order of things which oharac- 
terizes the social lifo of the Chinese residents 
of Hongkong. ‘lo prohibit Chinese domestic 
servitude in foto, would therefore constitute 
an act of violence, as striking at tho very 
roots of the sovial organism, the results of 
which would, in all probability, be harmful 
to the Chinose und embarrassing to tho Go- 
yernment, . 

4, Chinese domestic servitude, hitherto 
upheld in Hongkong by the conservative 
tondencics of the patriarchal organism in 
Chino,-is bound by. tho laws of nature to 
yield eventually to the. progressive ten- 
dencies of modern sogiety. Undue inter- 
ference with this process would therefore be 
an aot of injudicious intolerance.

THE GOVE«NMENT OUISIDE 
SCHOOLS. 


PROCEEDINGS ON PRIZE DAY, 

His Excellency the Governor went yos- 
torday, tho 6th instant, to tho Govornmont 
School at Wanchai Gap, to give away tho 
rewards and@ prizis for tbo Masters and 
puyils of the Government Schools (outside 
theCentral School) in this Colony. The 
building was filled to overflowing, and 


m&ny of the inhabitants of tho noiyhbour- 
hood watched the proceedings through the 
opon windowe. ae 

Hia Exevllovey arrived shortly. after 3 
pm, when aome 20) boys, roprosenting 
the prizs boys ‘of'29° diffsrent Government 
Schools, were in waiting, together with 
their Mastera... Whou the Governor had 
taken his seat, the Inspector of Schools, 
Dr Hitel, addressed the Governor as fol- 
lows = 

May it please Your Exeollency,—The 
Masters and pupils of tho Government 
Schools of this Colony, outaida tho Central 
School, are herd assombled to-day to ro- 
coive the rewarda and pr°zes allotted to them 
for the year 1879. The rownrds to begivon 
to the Musters aro granfs of $25 and $16 
which have been sanctioned, sin. the year 
1877, by the Secretary of State for aunual 
distribution among those Mapjors of Gavern- 
mont Schools whose schools ore claesed ‘for 
the year as “very good” or as ‘ good” 
riepectivoly, In the presont case I have, 
on the basis cf my periodleal inspections 
and of thy: .onual examinations, determined 


tupon tke following classification. 


Your Excellency is awarothat alnes your 
artival in the Colony throo schools for 
Engllah tosching have beon added to the 
one school, that of Abordosn, previously 
oxiatiog. We have therefore now four 
schools, ~ontside tho Central School, in 
which. *Euglish is boing tanght by the 
Governmont. ‘Taking those Anglo-Chinese 
Schools firat, I-found that the English 
School kept by Mr Fung Iu in Third 
Streot, Sai-ying-p'ia, had to bo classed 
ag the beat school I om auro that 
the results which the examination of this 
rchool disclosed are fully equal to the 
results of teaching given at the Central 
Sohool in corresponding «asses. © But 1 
must explain that this echdol was at work all 
the year on tho optional principle which, 
with Your Fxcellency’s permiesion, 1 ap- 
plied to this school a3 an exporimont, that 
the school was opened at tho beginning of 
that at first tho 
paronts ‘of 15 pupils “dechted their wish 
that their children sbould.bo taught both 
English and Chinesa, whilst the remaindet 
declared for English teaching only, and 
that after a few months, however, with 
one solitiry excsption, all the parents 
declared for exclusively English teaching. 
Loxamined the children in accordance with 
the Standards of the Grant-ib-aid Schedule, 
and I was surprised by the exocedingly 
high results thoy obtained, although I wes 
aware that Mr Funz Fu, tho master, who 
has had a Collegiate education in America, 
was o thoroughly competent teacher. The 
next boat Anglo-Ohinese School I fourd 
to be that of Wong-nai-chiung under Mr 
Ch‘an Ming Kwong, who, in accordance 
with the wishes of the parents, has all the 
year through been teaching both English 
and Chineso to the same boys. It is 
satisfactory to know that tho enlightened 
inhabitants of that little bamlet, who first 
stipulated for the introduction of English 
teaching in their school, continue to pay 
one-fourth of the teachor’s salary into the 
Colonial Troasury with nover-failing regn- 


larity.. I would have reommended tho 


master’s prom sion to Yaumah-ti, but the 
villagera were loth to part with him as he 
bas gained their entire conitence, 

I regret to say the Wautesl Anglo-Chinese 
School was not found equal in the results 
of tho year’s work to the other two sdbools 
which fully deserved to be classed aa ‘‘ very 
goud,” but I could canscicntiously class it 
as ‘pood,” In the Aberdeen Anglo- 
Chinese School, Iam sorry to suy, the re- 
sulta which the examination yielded were 
such that the school could not even bo 
classed as “fair.” The Master, howover, 
can scarcely he blamad, as intermittent fever 


fseriously interfer-d with bis hoalth and 
that of the sshool children, few of whom jé 


ventured to remain in echool antil the close 
of summer, when the Master, after having 
lost his wife, hia brother and two servants 
within four months through fever, had to 
be sént to Hospital, and the school to be 
closed for six weeks. The echool-house 
was condemned, soon after, by the Colonial 
Surgeon and Surveyor General as unfit for 
adwelling place, and roomevere hired in an 
adjoining house where the shoo! was eubse- 
quently re-opened, and no more trouble haa 
sincs been caused on the score-of health, 
These four schools are'tit onty Govern: 
ment Schools, outside the Central Fc" ool, 
in which English -has been taught in 1879, 
Uhave been watching thezo echools with a 
view to form an opinion as to the compara- 
tive resulta of the optional and compulsory 
syatems... I am’ not fully prepared to 
pronounce # definite opinion at present, but 
of this Lam convinaod, bath- from what [ 
observed in the Central School in 1878 and 
in these schools in 1879,—that when both 
English and Chinese are taught side by 
side, the results are poor with the best 
teachers, and that when English is. taught 
in aeahool to the exclusion of Chinese, or 
Obinese in taught to the exclusion of En- 
glish, the results aro fairly proportionate to 
the efficiency of tho tencler.. ‘In othir 
words, when buth the English and Chinesa 


Janguages aro taught_side by side in the | 


same class, the children lernncitber En- 
glish properly nor. Chines satisfactorily. 
In learning the Chinese language more 1 ro- 
fGictensy in reading and writing requires 
nearly tec years’ exclusive teaching. ~ The 
children in these schools all speak Chinsse 
without: exception ; they are ali or nearly 
all born ero and ‘therefore _ British 
sibjectay their own intervss ad well-as the 
interests of the Govornmont ‘dictate that 
they ghould leatn Eqyuligh, and thoy might 
learn it, one aud all, iu six yesra tolerably 
well, If their tima avd strengh were not 
wasied oa the bostless attempt to learn the 
two langaagea at the sane time. ‘Aa the 
decision of the Secretary of State ‘rofors 
only, a8 I understand it, tothe introduction 


of the optional syatem into the Contral 
School-and not to the outside achools, Iam 
inclined to recommond that all theso! 
outside schools bs kept open for all who; 
come to learn, bat that no boy be compoll- | 
ed te try and do the-imprssible, whilst 
English bo taught to those who wish to 
learn English, and Chmeso to those who 
wish to learn Chinese, with a view rather 
to make the boys learn one languago 
properly than to make them smattorersin 
two. ale 

As. regards the purely Chinese 
Schools, the schools at Sheung-wa'n, 
Stanley and the Girl School bad to be 
‘olassed as ** yory good,” tho schoola at 
Hw-wa'n, Tang-lung-ohau, Yow-mab-ti and 
Sai-ying-pun as ‘‘good,” and the roma:nder 
as ‘‘ fair,” with the exception of the achools 
at Mong-kok and Little Hongkong, which 
were conducted so badly that, - unless 
apeedy improvement takes place, serious 
measures will be neceasary, I regret to 
have also to mention that I had to exclude 
Htwo. schools, that of Shau-ki-wan and that 
of Tai-tam-tuk, from the benofit of prizes, 
because, on two separate occasions, when I 
paid a surprise visit to those places latoly, 
I found one'achoo!l shut up and the othe’ 
without scholars, at a time when both 
ought to have been at work, 

His Excelloncy tho Governor then dis- 
tributod the rewards to the teachers, and, 
afwr putting tho pupils who had beon 
tearning English through a -littie viva- voce 
examination in spelling and reading, he 
distributed the prizes to the boys, 

The Governor then rose and addressed 
the mooting. [Ho began by saying that he 
was glad to have the opportunity of meet. 
ing hore tho representatives vf the 29 out> 


stood to be present. He was especially 
glad to see such 4 large assembly of achool- 
boys, more than one hundred of whom bad 
been learning English, whilst all, or nearly 
all, of theaa boys were born in this Colony, 
and therefore, a8 born under the English 
flag, British subjects, No doubt they 
wore all avwaro that, apart from tho 
moral effects of education on habit and 
character, the high-road to worldly pros- 
perity, to social rank and position in 
this Colony lics in the direction of English 
knowledge, He was gind, therefore, to be 
able to say that in addition to the four 
English Government Schools, outside the 
Centra! School, at present existing in the 
Colony, two more would be opened for 
English teaching after the Chinese New 
Yoar. He hoped the Chineso rosidents 
ofthe Colony would aprrecinte the ad- 
vantages offered to them by these Govern- 
mont Schools, as nothisg would planse him 
more than to seo from year to year # 
strooger Anglo-Chineso Community rising 
up in thls Colony, Chineso in mannera 
and customs, but English ia law-abiding 
devotion to Her Majesty the Queen 
under whose rule they were living here ia 
security and- comfort. fle was aware 
that much was to be learned in Chinose 
booke, that was not pressed so ntrongly in 
English literature, aa, for instance, filial 
pioty, gentleness of conduct, and the for- 
mal restrictions of soclal etiquette, But 
there was uo difficulty in coutinuing those 
lessons of a Ohincss education with a 
thorough etudy of the English language. 
They might notica the example sat thom by 
the Chinese residents of another British 
Colony not far off, Singapore and tho 
Straits Settlements, whore thousands of 
Chinese, without forsnking thoir Chinese 
customs and manners, made the English 
ianguage their ow. Those waa no diflicul- 
ty Bs» great as to prevent the acquisition of 
a good knowledge of English by ony Uhi- 
nese in the Colony who were really anxious 
to learn English, and no priza of material 
prosperity, social ravk,.or offica so 
high that it was not- open to a British 
subject in this Colony, Possensedd of a 
thoroagh knowledge of bngliah, Ho him- 
self never: made any distinolion in giving 
away an office excépt that he sought for the 
mun best fitted by education, talent aud 
charactor, bo he of Cliticne or foreign ox- 
traction, Lat tho Masters therefore do 
theie duty by thoae. willing and acxious to 


‘master the difficulties of the English lun- 
guagé and strive to gain for themselves a 
worthy position in this-Anglo-Chineso ovum 
munity .of Hongkong, which, he trusted, 
would always be thoroughly Ohiacao in 
family feeling and oharacter, in sobriety and 
industry, snd a-oredit to Chine, whilst be- 
ing obedient to English law and staunch 
in sincere loyalty to Her Mojesty the 
Queen-Empress. He concluded by saying 
that he ‘would endesvour occasioually to 
accompany Dr Hite] in his inspection’ of 
the Schools, and by wishing to all, Masters 
and puplla, a Happy New Year.

A Court of Enquiry was held at the 
Harbour ‘Mastor's offica this morning to 
investigate tho olreumstances attending 
the loss of the British barque Hopewell, 
Official No, 60,883, P, C. Langlols, Master 
The Court was composed as followa: 0. V."

P,O. Juangtols said :—I took command 
uf the Hopewell on the 24th May 1877, I 
left Hongkong in October 1879 and arrived 
at Cebu on the 9th November.
